Firtland Preface 


Since the estate of Nathaniel Kirtland, Sr., buried 
in Lynn, Mass., 27 Dec. 1686, came to more than £50, it 
had to be administered, by the rules of the Andros rer- 
ime, at Boston. The copy in Book ll, p. 64, Suffolk 
Probate, is imperfect and omits the names of two of the 
daughters. A photostatic copy of the original will was 
secured, from which the following abstract was made by 
the compiler: 

"In the name of God Amen 
The last and unalterable will of Nathaniell Kertland 
Aged Seventy two or theirabouts made On the seventeenth 
day of August 1685. Lyn. 
I Nathaniell Kertland tho weak and Lame of Body, yet of 
perfect understanding, and rationally disposed, not know- 
ing how soon my great chang may come, doe Leave this my 
Last will & Testament....having Allready disposed of 
part of my estate to my Children & taken Care for yt 
setlement..-. 
Ip: I give to my son Nathaniell five shillins: I give 
to my son John five shillings; I give to my Daughter 
Hannah five shillins: I give to my daughter Martha five 
shillins I give to my daughter Elizabeth fifeteen pounds 
part of which she hath received Allready: I give to my 
Grandchild Lee five shillins; I give to my grand child 
Collins ten shillings; I give to my Son phillip three 
acres of Salt marsh Lying In Rumney marsh next to Jo- 
seph Mansfields, Item I give unto him 4 Acres of fresh 
Marsh lyin In that country medow In the Town of Lyn: 
Item I give to him that percell of Land three Acres be 
it more or lesse that his house stands on the lott Ad- 
joining to his said house; I give to my Daughter Mary 
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fiveteen pounds: I give to my wife who hath been ever 
tender of me the thirds of my whole Estate during her 
life; or till such Time she chang her single condition: 
The house we live In my orchard to be at her dispose 
provided she dispose of the same at her decease to My 
children: I give to my wife to be at her own Absolute 
disposall all the moveables chattles & catles within 
doors and without pewter Brasse Bedding & whatsoever; I 
give to my wife six Acres of salt marsh In Rumney Marsh 
And one half of the Lott called Bloods Lott now In my 
possession to be at her Absolute dispose and if my wife 
see cause to make sale of any of my Lands which I have 
Absolutely confirmed upon her my will is that the same 
may be first tendered to my children:" 

He appoints his wife, sole executrix of the will and 
appoints Mr. Shepard to deliver it to her, again deted 
17 Aug. 1685; signs; witnessed by Jeremiah Shepard, Mary 
Shepard and John Burrill, who proved the same, at Boston 
31 Mar. 1687. Inventory attested by Parnell, as execu- 

31 Mar. 1687. (Suffolk Probate, 1535.] 
Nathaniel's known ten children, Nathaniel died by 
Sarah and Priscilla both married and died by 1676; 
two daughters left issue; Hannah married in 1679; 
Philip married the same year and died, testate, in 1686; 
John married in 1679; Mary married in 1686; and Mertha, 
married by 1685. It is apparent, from the will, that 


Ann had died by 1685 and that Elizabeth was then living 


and then unmarried.

Francis Legare 


Francis Legare, or Frangois L'Egare, born in France, 
of Huguenot extraction, about 1636 (if age at death is 
correct), died in Braintree, Suffolk Co., Mass., 40 Dec. 
1711, aged "about" seventy-five, testate. He apparently 
had three wives; first, Anne Langois, who appears as his 
wife when she witnessed a christening at the French 
Church of Threadneedle Street, London, 1% June 1680, and 
was living § Mar. 1682 and may have died in England; 
second, Elizabeth Kirtland, whom he married in New Eng- 
land, probably in the Autumn of 1688, who wes born, in 
Lynn, Essex Co., Mass., 20 Mar. 166), perhaps died be- 
fore 1 Feb. 1691 and certainly by November, 1710; third, 
by November, 1710, Anne ———, who died, in Boston, as 
"Madam Legarey," in June 1722. 

A romantic account of this family is given by Mrs. E. 
G. K. Fludd, in her Biographical Sketches of the Huguen- 
ot Solomon Legare, pu she 5, most of which seems 
to be fiction. The facts are ably presented and well 
authenticated in Dr. C. W. Baird's History of the Huguen- 
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ot Emigration to America, also published 1885, and in 
"Teparé, Notes on the Early Generations," published 19)1 
in the Transactions of the Huguenot Society of South Car- 
olina, to am especially indebted. However, the 
foregoing sources are really concerned with Francis and 
his eldest son, Solomon, and tell us little about Fran- 
cis in New England, nor about his son, Daniel, both of 
whom were goldsmiths and jewelers. Although the surname 
soon died out in New England, and was carried on only in 
the South, the blood did continue through two daughters 
of Daniel in New England. 

As to tke actual records: 

Denization: ]} Dec. 1681, Francis L'Egare a jeweller 
and Anne his wife; Francis Solomon, Daniel James and Ste- 
gt i their children. (Pub. Huguenot Soc., London,

An erticle by Joan Evans on the Huguenot goldsmiths of 
England and Ireland states: “Francis Legare....e jewel- 
ler naturalized in 1682, is fairly certainly a relative 
of Gedeon and Gilles Leager, famous court jewellers of 
the time of Louis XIII and the earlier years of Louis 
XIV....The Dynasty of Legaré jewellers continued at Paris 
until 1771." [Pro. Huguenot Soc., London, 1):509.] 

To which Dr. Baird adds: “Francis L'Egare, Jeweller, 
his wife Anne, and their sons Francis Solomon, Daniel 
James, and Stephen John, were naturalized in England, 
March 8, 1682." (Hist. Huguenot Emigration, 2:111-112.] 

Mrs. Fludd's tradition that the family had Bristol 
connections may well be true, for Francis mey have lived 
there for a period—an obvious port of entry and depar- 
ture. Baird also informs us that Francis Legare was 
among those Huguenots who appeared in Boston, between 
1687 and 1700, and that he had interests in the Rhode 
Island settlement of these people, about 1687, returning 
to Boston in 1691. [Ibid., 2:214, 298, 310.] 

The Boston Tax Lists, however, show him to be a resi- 
dent there in 1687, 1688, 1691, 1692 [see also Sup. Ct. 
of Judicature, #2658] and 1695: 1687 tax, paper #5: 
Francis Legare, 6 acres, no housing, number of heads not 
cited, no stock, 6 on trade, taxed at 1ls.; 1688, town 
rate; "frances Legar," no male over 16[(?]; 1691, county 
rates: “Francis Legarr"; 1692, county rates at Boston: 
"franses Legere," 01-18s.; 1695, list of Boston inhabit- 
ants, werd 5: "Irancis Legaree." [Boston Rec. Com. Re- 
ports, 1:117, 141, 153, 165; 10:143.) 

The records of the town of Hingham (Vol. 1, p. 80) 
contain this item: "Daniel Legary the son of Francis Leg- 
ary and of Elizabeth his wife was born the fourth day of 
April 1689." So evidently, in April 1689, Francis was 
living in Fingham, just south of Boston, and had married 
his second wife, Elizabeth, at least by August of the 
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preceding year. The Hobart Diary merely mentions the 
birth of Daniel "Legeree," ); Apr. 1689. [Statement by 
Town Clerk of Hingham. The Hobart Diary must have been 
continued after the death of Rev. Peter Hobart in 1679.] 

When Sewall's Diary was published by the Massachusetts 
Historical Society in 1878, Volume 1, page 292, contained 
a list, originally printed by Drake, and copied from a 
book in the City Clerk's Office, containing bonds for the 
support of persons coming to reside in Boston in the lat- 
ter part of the seventeenth century. All the persons 
named are in the tax-levy of 1 June 1691, and the entry 
was probably made the previous February: 

"Boston, Feb. 1, 1691. List of persons of the French 
nation admitted into the Colony by the Governor and Coun- 


Peter De Vaux, his wife, daughter and an English 
maid. 
Francis Legare, two sons. 
James Montier, his wife and English meid." 
These with nine others named were to “give Security next 
meeting." 

Dr. Baird refers to this admission as "Francis Legare, 
goldsmith, and two sons were admitted into the colony of 
Massachusetts, February 1, 1691," but does not cite the 
source Of his information, which seems to be the list we 
have cited above. There appears to be nothing relative 
to this at the Archives of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. Dr. Baird mentions a letter from one of the refu- 
gees which stetes that Mr. Légaré, a French merchant, a 
goldsmith, has purchased property twelve miles to the 
south, with ten end a half acres, "which cost him eighty 
pistoles, or eight hundred livres." (Hist. Huguenot Emi- 
gration, 2:lll-lle, 203-20).] 

This reference was no doubt to Francis' purchase, in 
Braintree, in October, 1694, of a house, barn, etc., and 
twenty acres, for £210: 

18 Oct. 1693, William Veazey of Braintree, shipwright, 
with Mary, his wife, for £210, sold "ffrancis LeGare of 
Boston...eGoldsmith," a mansion house, barn and 20 acres 
of land in Braintree, bounded by heirs of Stephen Paine, 
by Moses Paine, by heirs of Samuel Belinde(?], by road, 
and by Josiah Sanders; also another lot of 9 acres, with 
the housing, in same; both sign; aclm. 1693; witnesses, 
Jno Peuling, Ed Turfrey. Hannah Sanders, relict of John 
Sanders late of Braintree, decd., with John and Josiah 
Sanders, sons of the said decd., release all rights to 
said LeGare to part of the above conveyed property; same 
and date; recd. 1693-9). [Suffolk Deeds, 16:

In the meantime, as a minor and against his father's 
wishes, the eldest son, Francis-Solomon, cr Solomon as 
he called himself, married and, 17 Sept. 169%, in Boston, 
Solomon, son of Solomon and Sarah “Legeree,” was born; 
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followed, 18 July 1695, by Sarah, of Solomon and Sarah 
"legeree." [Boston Rec. Com. Reports, 9:207, 222.) 
There is no record, in Boston, of this son's marriage, 
but it presumably took place in late 1692 or very early

"i the City Clerk's Office, in Boston, there are cop- 
ies, made some eighty years ago by the City, of the ear- 
ly church records, which with few exceptions have never 
been printed. This source, and the Boston Miscellane- 
ous Deaths, are in manuscript form, and from these rec- 
ords the following excerpts are of interest;

A copy of a power of attorney, dated 29 Aug. 1698, by 
which John Marrette, of Boston, merchant, bound on a 
voyage for Bilboa, gave such rights to George Chabot, of 
Boston, merchant, was witnessed by Nath! Shannon, "Fran- 
cois Legare" and Jno Valentine Not. Pub. ([Sup. Ct. of 
Judicature, #750; case of debt, four papers, the power 
being #3.] 

The selectmen of Braintree petitioned, 1 Jan. 1702/3, 
that "Mr Frances Legeree" be licensed to sell strong 
liquors there [ibid., #5591]. In that era to be granted 
such a license showed the respect of the townsfolk for 
the dispenser, since only those held in good esteem were 
so empowered. 

Although there is record of Solomon in Charleston, 
from 1700, there is no further record of the Legaré fam- 
ily in New England until 1707, when Francis lent money 
on Braintree property® 

5 Apr. 1707, Samuel Pennimen of Braintree, husband- 
man, conveyed to Mr. Francis Legaree, of same, jeweller, 
for £20, by mortgage deed, land there; ackn. 1707 and 
recd. 1711; witnesses; Pierre Dieuty and Joseph Parmen- 
ter. 16 May 1707, Thomas Wells, of same, weaver, mort- 
geged to Francis Leparee, of same, jeweller, for £60, 
land there; ackn. and recd. 1708; witnesses: Moses Pen- 
niman and Richard Faxon. Endorsed on original mortgage 
from Wells to Legaree, the latter had, 8 Nov. 1710, re- 
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ceived the money in full and released all rights to said 
property; ackn. 17 Dec. 1711 and recd. 28 Jan. 1711/12; 
witnesses: Ruth Leparee and Sarah Ballard. (Suffolk 
Deeds, 26:23; By 26:90.) 

At Braintree, Mr. Frencis Legaree is named as a bound 
% and 5 Nov. 1708, and it is also recorded: "Mr Frances 
Legaree Aged about 75 years Dyed the 30 December 1711 
[directly below] Frances Legaree the son of Daniel Leg- 
aree dyed 7th January 1711." (Braintree Records; Mass. 
Archives, 11:273.] 

The following copy of the will of Francis Legaré was 
transcribed from a photostatic copy of the original and 
not from the copy in the record books [Suffolk Probate, 
The Trans. Huguenot Soc., S. C., 1941, #6, pp. 
32-8), contains a copy of this will, perhaps made from 
the record books.] 

"In the Name of God Amen, The Third Day of February 
in the year of our Lord One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Ten Eleven I Francis Legare of Braintry in the County 
of Suffolke in New England Jeweller, being of perfect 
minde and memory, Thanks be given unto God therefore, 
calling, to minde the Mortality of my body, and knowing 
that it is appointed for men once to dye, Do make and 
ordaine thia my last Will and Testament (That is to fay) 
Principally and first of all I give and recommend my 
Soul into the Hands of God that gave it, Hoping through 
the Merrits, Death and Passion of my Saviour Jesus Christ, 
to have full & free pardon and forgiveness of ail my 
Sins, and to inherit Everlasting life; and my boddy I 
committ to the Earth to be Decently buried at the Dis- 
cretion of my Executor hereafter named, nothing doubting 
but at the General Resurrection I shall receive the Same 
againe by the mighty power of God. And as Touching Such 
Worldly Estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me 
in this life, I give devise and dispose of the Same in 
the following manner and forme (Tha(tj is to Say) 

First I will that all those Debts & Duties as I owe 
in Right or conscience to any manner of Person or Persons 
whatsoever shall be well and truly contented and paid, 
in convenient Time after my Decease by my Executor here- 
after named. 

Item, my will is That my Son Solomon, Now at Carrolina 
shall have Twenty Shillings paid to him out of my Estate, 
wch 7 give to him, to cutt him off from any further pert 
or portion thereof, and that for this Reason viz His de- 
serting my Service and going wholly from me, contrary to 
my minde Some Years before he was of age, and Marrying 
utterly against my Will & consent. 

And whereas I have by a Deed of Gift made over to my 
Son Daniel the one half of all my Lands in Braintry 
(Some few parcels Excepted) with one Dwelling House & 
half my Barnes & Stock (which I do herebv further & more 
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fully Ratifie and confirme according to the Tenor & pur- 
port of said Deed [)] 

And as to the Remai(nJing part of my Estate my Will 
is as followeth First I give and bequeath to Ann my well 
beloved Wife, my Dwelling House, with all my Lands (not 
disposed to my Son Daniel) my half of the barnes and 
Stock, with all my Plate, and Cash in Posesion, or due 
to me by Bonds; with all goods in the House; my Negro 
girle, and also my Colash all which I give to her Sole 
use and Improvement during her life, with full power to 
Sell and dispose (if her Necessity Shall so Require) of 
any part (or all) of the Lands goods, Moneys, or what 
ever els is herein & hereby Willed to her, as she shall 
See meet. 

Item, my Will is that whatsoever shall remaine after 
mv wifes Decease shall returne to my Son Daniel, which I 
give to him & his Heirs forever. But in Case that he 
should dy before his Mother, then to Returne to his Chil- 
dren to be divided equally among them, only the eldest 
Son Surviving to have a Double part thereof, which they 
shall each of them injoy when or So Soone as they come 
of age. 

Item my Will is that all my Gold and Silver which I 
shall leave at my Decease, wrought or unwrought shall be 
parted equally between my Wife and my Son Daniel. 

Item I give to my well beloved Son Daniel (whom I 
likewise constitute, make and ordaine my only and Sole 
Executor of this my last will and Testament) All my Tools 
for my Trade (both Jewelling & Glazing) as also all Jew- 
elling stone both Chrystal & other, which shall remaine 
at my Tecease by him freely to be posessed *& enjoyed 
forever. 

And I do hereby utterly, disallow, Revoke and Disan- 
nul all & every other former Testaments, Wills & Lega- 
cies bequests & Executors, by me in anywayes before this 
Time named, Willed and bequeathed, Ratifying & confirm- 
ing this and no other to be my last will & Testament. 

In Wittness whereof I have hereunto Set my Hand and Seal 
the Day & year above written 

Signed Sealed Published Pronounced 

and declared by the Said Francis 

Légare as his last Will & Testam* 

In p’sence of us the Subscribers

The will was proved 26 Jan. 1711/12. The inventory 
lists the house, barn, orchards, goods, etc., and was 
filed the same day; the deceased had £61-10s. in gold 
and silver; real property valued at £22):-10s.; a total 
of £585-1l6s. 

Son Daniel, as executor under the will, then sold out

the Braintree holdings, roinr back to Boston, between 
September, 1713, and September, 1713 

Sept. 1714, Daniel Legere of Braintree, jeweller, 
for £560, sold to William Rawson, Jr., of same, 22 acres 
there with two houses and two barns thereon, also a 9- 
acre swamp lot and more lend there, described in detail; 
Ruth, his wife, released dower; ackn. 17135 and recd. 
1715; witnesses: Samuel Bass and Joseph Crosby. 27 Sept. 
1714, Deniel Legaree, of Braintree, jeweller, for £80, 
sold Joseph Marsh, of same, about 7 acres there; Ruth 
released dower; ackn. and recd. 1713; witnesses: William 
Rawson, Jr., and Jonathan Bass. (Suffolk Deeds, 29:197; 
273307.) 

In June 171), the widow made an agreement with this 
son, by which she quit all her rights to the real prop- 
erty in return for a previous release by him of the per- 
sonal effects and an agreement of an annuity of £10 a 
year: 

7 June 171), Anne Legare, of Braintree, sends rreet- 
ings: Whereas her husband, Francis Lerare, late of same, 
jeweller, decd., by his last will, dated 3 Feb. 1710/11, 
gave her his dwelling house and all land not riven to 
son Daniel, etc., as said Daniel has now quit ell rifht 
to all the personal estate that her said husband left, 
she now releases to the said son all her rirhts to all 
the real estate thus left to her, in return for £10 per 
year; signs; ackn. and recd. 1 June 1715; witnesses: 
Martin Hopkins end James Seth. [Ibid., ¢9:19:.] 

9 Oct. 171), Daniel Legare, of Boston, jeweller, for 
£250, mortgaged to George Whitehorn, of same, a messuare 
in Boston purchased of John and Joseph Breed, of Lynn, 
by said Daniel Legare, situated at Barton's Fopewalk at 
Fort Hill; the condition being £10 per vear to be paid 
by said Legere to Anne Legare, of Boston, widow; ackn. 
and recd. June 1715; no release of dower. Memorandum on 
margin: ll Apr. 1721, George Whitehorn, the mortragee, 
has received full satisfaction for the same; signs. 
[Ibid., 27:198.] 

Among the pepers in the estate of Capt. John Breed, 
of Lynn, who raised Daniel Legaré's two daughters and 
probably also raised their mother, Ruth Pass, is the 
original bond of Daniel Legare, jeweller, of Boston, with 
George Whitehorn, of same, as surety, whereby the former 
was bound to Mrs. Anne Legare, of same, widow, in the 
amount of £250, for the payment to her of a certain an- 
nual sum during her lifetime, dated 243 May 1715 and 
signed by them. Payments were made to her eech vear, 
and to her estate[?] as late as 1727, by Joseph Boutin- 
eau, her attorney. Another document in the said estate, 
addressed to Rev. Nathaniel Henchman, at Lynn, and sign- 
ed by Stephen Boutineau, states that "Madam Lerarey"™ 
died in June 1722. Still another paper proves that Dan- 
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jel "Legaree" was father of Ann and Mary, dated 1729; 
and we may also note that Samuel Bass, of Boston, at the 
time, bought some of Breed's furniture. (Essex Probate, 
4219 . J 

i further comments on the estate of this Capt. John 
Breed and his care of Daniel Legare's daughters will ap- 
pear under the account of Daniel. 

The descent of the South Carolina family was certain- 

ly accepted by its distinguished member, Hugh Swinton 
Legare, who in a letter to his sister Mary from Brussels 
speaks of meeting Miss Temple Bowdoin, a descendant of 
Covernor Bowdoin, cf Massachusetts, and "one of our own 
original French Stock for you know our progenitors ar- 
rived first in Boston with that Colony." (Trans. Huguen- 
ot Soce, S. Co, #6:72.) 
—— Jncidentally, the writer, born in 1797 and died in 
18):4, was first buried in Mount Auburn Cemetery, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and was fifth in line of descent from 
francis Legaré. [See Hugh Swinton Legaré, Rhea, 193).]

died in Boston, Mass., 20 Jan. 72h /s, aged thirty-six 
[Boston Misc. Deaths]; however, his stone in the Granary 


Burying Ground, Boston, gives his age as thirty-five 
{see records published 1918 by the Essex Institute]. He 
married first, intention dated at Lynn, Mass., 6 Sept. 
1708, and the groom of Braintree, Mass., Ruth Bass, born 
probably in Lynn, about 1688, died between 30 July 1720 
and 5 Mar. 1723, probably in Boston, daughter of Samuel 
and Ann (Kirtland) Bass, and a niece of Capt. John and 
Mary (Kirtland) Breed, of Lynn. He married second, in 
Boston, 5 Mar. 1723, Elizabeth Williamson, who survived, 
and apparently married, in Boston, 29 June 1726, "Hobard" 
Stanborough. 

As his children were by the first wife, we are not 
particularly interested in the identity of the second. 
Turning to the chart on page 4, we see that Nathaniel 
Kirtland, Sr., of Lynn, had, among other children: son 
Philip, who died without issue in 1688 and whose will, 
of | June 1688, names brothers John Breed, Samuel Bass, 
and Nathaniel Kirtland; daughter Mary, who became the 
wife of Capt. John Breed (vide ante); daughter Ann, who 
became the wife of Samuel Bass and mother of Ruth, as 
above; and daughter Elizabeth, who became the wife of 
Francis Legaré and mother of Daniel, as above. Samuel 
Bass (1660-1751) married in Braintree, 29 Nov. 1689, as 
a second wife, Mercy Marsh; and later had two more wives, 
Mary (Adams) Webb and Bethiah Nightingale. His issue,

besides Ruth, evidently named for his mother, Ruth (Al- 
den) Bass, a daughter of the famous John Alden of the 
Mayflower, were named: Jonathan; Abigail; Mary, Samuel; 
Bethiah; and Bathsheba. Jonathan Rass, beptized in 1697, 
perhaps witnessed the 1713 deed of Daniel Lerare, as did 
his father, Samuel Bass, witness another deed of Legaré's 
that same year. We have already noted that Samuel Bass 
appears among the records of the John Breed estate, for 
he had purchased some of Breed's furniture. 

Daniel's gift from his father, by deed, of property 
in Braintree, and mentioned in the latter's will of 3 
Feb. 1710/11, was never recorded. It was probably given 
to him at marriage (1708) or when of full age (April 
1710). As his eldest child was born 4 Oct. 1709, it may 
be inferred that his marriage took place quite soon after 
the marriage intentions were dated—6 Sept. 1708, in 
Lynn. As we have seen, the terms of his father's will 
were very generous and he was also named as executor. In 
1713, as we have noted, being of Braintree and with his 
wife Ruth, he sold, by two deeds, property there; in 171 
his step-mother quit rights to him in return for a quit- 
claim to personal property and an annuity of £10 per an- 
num; the same year, Daniel mortgaged property, purchased 
of the Breeds, of Lynn, so as to pay his bond: the orig- 
inal bond, dated 24 May 1715, being extant. Payments 
were made to her until after her death in 1722. Daniel 
Legaré died but three years later and there is no settle- 
ment of his estate in either the probate or the land rec- 
ords of Suffolk County, nor does he appear in deeds after 
9 Oct. 1715. However, as we shall see later, he was 
greatly in debt. 

We must now consider the evidence in the estate of 
Capt. John Breed, an uncle by marriage of Daniel's first 
wife, Ruth Bass; 

By his will of 22 Nov. 1728, which was proved 2 Jan. 
1728/9, John Breed, of Lynn, gave to "Mary Legaree & Ann 
Legaree," each a bed and furniture for one room to the 
value of £50 apiece, this to be paid them by the testa- 
tor's wife, Mary Breed; further, he directed that "what 
moveable goods" he had possession of that had “belonged 
formerly to ther father & mother," was to be given to 
them, “of which my wife is fully knowing." There are so 
many documents in Breed's estate that they are filed in 
twe folders and, in the second folder, we find more data 
as to the Legarés. In this last, we have papers already 
cited, viz.: the original 1715 bond of Daniel Legaré for 
payment to Mrs. Anne Legaré; a list of payments to the 
latter; a statement that "Nadam Legaree" had died in 
June 1722; and a paper which calls "Daniel Legaree" the 
father of Ann and Mary, dated in 1729. 

In addition, we have the statement (not numbered) of 
Mary Breed that her husband had sold "as much plate as 
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he had in his Hends of Daniel Legarees Dec®*," as came 
to £8, etc., 22 July 1740; #7, a list of expenses of 
Breed's funeral, which fives the names of "Mary Leraree" 
and "Ann Legaree" among the principal mourners, 1740; 
#6, Mary Breed's own testimony, 40 Auz. 1730, that "my 
Husband Taking the Two Daughters of Lefarees was his Own 
free Act, often telling me, that what he Gave, by a will 
he made before he went to Port Royal to their Wother 
which was Two Hundred Pound he always intended to make 
good to them, for the Love he bore to their Mother 

them, which he having Omitted (so farr as 1 can Judge), 
In his will," etc.; and finally, #16, + statement by 
Nathaniel Henchmen, in July 1740, that he often heard 
Capt. Breed say, in his lifetime, to his Wife, "That 
what he Gave to his Kinswoman MTS Legaree [underscored 
by the compiler] in the Will before he went to Port Roy- 
al he Intended to make Good to her Children that were 
with him Saying he Loved their Mother Very Tenderly And 
loved y® Children, and would shew Kindness to then — 
And in his Last Sickness about the Time he Settled his 
Estate he said to his Wife that he hopt she would be 
very kind to them Children, mentioning them." ([Fssex 
Probate, 4219.] 

Mery (Kirtland) Breed, widow of John, was the freat- 
aunt of the two Legare girls and was appointed their 
guardian: 

2 Jan. 1728/9, “Mary Legare" requests that her hon- 
oured "Aunt Mary Breed" be appointed her fuerdian, and 
signs by mark. The same day, the Letter cites that Mary 
and Ann are daughters of "Daniel Legere," late of Foston, 
deceased; also, same day, Mary Breed, of Lynn, widow, 
with Mr. Nathaniel Henchman, clerk, and Richard Johnson, 
both of Lynn, as her sureties, was appointed ruardian of 
"Mary Legaree," aged about 16, and, by a separate bond 
but with the same sureties, the guardian of "Ann Lecare," 

red about 12; all three sign the two bonds. ([JIbid., 
12689] 

There is further evidence in the land records; 

26 Feb. 1729/30, Nathaniel and Deborah Henchmen sold 
Lynn property, witnesses being Mary Henchman and "Mary 
Legaree"; in 1732, Benjamin Alford, of Boston, sold lend 
in Lynn to John Richards, formerly of Boston and then of 
Lynn, mariner, witnesses being Nathaniel Henchman and 
"Mary Legaree"; also, in 1729, Mary Breed, widow, of 
Lynn, had conveyed land there to Nathaniel Henchman (Sr.) 
which he returned to her, in 1744, the last beins wit- 
nessed by Mary Henchman and "Mary Lagare." (Essex Deeds, 
57:101; 60:23; 64:266.] 

Deborah (Wager) Henchman died in December 1740 leav- 
ing two small sons: Nathaniel, born April 1728, and Dan- 
fel, born November 1730. When her husband, Rev. Nathan- 
fel Henchman, drew his will, 16 Dec., proved 31 Dec., 
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1761, he gave to his son, Nathaniel Henchman, "A smell 
silver Tankard that was his mothers," and to his son, 
Daniel Henchman, "one silver porringer that was his 
mothers," also to his grandchild, Deborah Henchman, the 
daughter of his said son, Nathaniel, “a small silver 
Cann." (Essex Probate, 13035.) 

One wonders if any of these pieces of silver that 
Deborah Wager brought to her husband upon her marriage 
with him, in Januery, 1727, were made by the Legarés. 
John Marshall Phillips, Director of the Yale Art Gallery, 
wrote the compiler (16 Jan. 1948) that although he well 
knew of Francis Legaré and his sons, he knew of no exam- 
ples of their work, and concludes "as yet we do not even 
know the mark used by any of the Legaré family." 

We have already noticed that, November, 1710, "Ruth 
Legaree," witnessed a receipt enacted by her father-in- 
law, she being, of course, Daniel's wife. The Braintree 
Records inform us that Daniel served as a town officer 
there, 4 Mar. 1711/12. On his return to Boston, in 171, 
he became involved with the law, ultimately losing all 
his property: 

13 Sept. 171), "Daniel Legaré of Boston....Jeweller," 
sued Joseph Essex, of same, for debt. (Suffolk County 
Court, Files, #9&70.] 

30 Jan. 1716/17, Thomes Pinnell, of Gloucester, mari- 
ner, and Benjamin Purrington, housewright, of Boston, 


brought suit against Daniel Legaré, of same, jeweller, 
and Caleb Thomas, of same, miller, for debt. There are 
six papers, of which #3 contains a fine signature of 
"Daniel Legaré." In April 1716 [17177], Pinnell and 
Purrington sought an execution against both oe and 


Thomas, for the sum of £)8-lis. ([Ibid., #1129];#11388 .] 
In October, 1720, there is a Bill of Costs, in the 
case of Daniel Legaré, plaintiff, vs. George Whittemore 

(Ibid., #16307.) 

28 Jan. 1722, the petition of "Daniel Legaré# signed 
by him, and a prisoner, for debt, appeals to the law for 
the relief of poor debtors, etc. Still in prison, a 
list of his debts and credits was made, 9 Mar. 1722, 
and it was asked that the tools of his trade be exempted 
as necessary to him, and his sole means of earning a 
living. There was just a small personal estate. [Ibid., 
#16479 #16553. 

He must heve been finally released from prison, for 
a@ year later he acquired a second wife and in 1725 died 
and was buried in the Granary where his stone may be 
seen. It was probably this loss of property and the 
long law suit, starting in 1717, and leading up to the 
loss, that led Breed to take upon himself the raising of 
Daniel's two daughters and probably helping Ruth, their 
mother, as well, since she was living in 1720. Probably 
the son, John, who was living in Boston in 1728, was 
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apprenticed. When Daniel Legaré was released from the 
1715 bond in 1721, it may well be that Breed, a wealthy 
man, paid that up too.

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“ORIGIN OF THE JACOSUS FAMILY 


By Donald Lines Jacobus, M. A. 


Note: In the 1920's the late Daniel C, Jacobus of Caldwell, N. 
J.» compiled a genealogy of the Jacobus family. In the hope that 
it would eventually be published, the present writer made no per- 
sonal investigation of the origin of the family, and sent to Mr. 
Jacobus such items relating to members of the family as he happen- 
ed to pick up. In 1937 Mr. Jacobus kindly sent him a little data 
on the first two generations. Thereafter the present writer veri- 
fied these items and extended them by personal study of the sources 
and late in 1947 wrote to Mr. Jacobus and proposed publishing the 
first three or four generations if publication of the entire gene- 
alogy had teen abandoned. 

A ‘niece replied and stated that Mr. Jacobus had died 20 May 197 
an? that the manuscript had been given to a brother. The writer 
thereupon wrote to the brother, inquiring what his plans were for 
the genealogy and making a similar proposal for publishing the ear- 
ly generations. Several months having passed without a reply, he 
carried his own investigations further and drew up the present ac- 
count. Although it could undoubtedly have heen made more complete 
by use of the papers of Mr. D. C. Jacobus, to whom acknowledgment 
is made for the help received in 1937, it sets forth a great deal 
of information never before made available in print. 


1. Jacobus? Jans married Jannetje 


The Albany, N. Y., church has no records before 1683. 
A list of members drawn up that year includes the fol- 
lowing names listed in this order [HSVB 190:\]): 


Johannes Outhout 
Hendrik Outhout 
Jacobus Jansz 
Jannetje Jacobusz 
Mavyken Jacobusz 


We hope to show that Jacobus Jansz and his wife Jannetje 
were progenitors of the Jacobus family, which was found- 
ed by four supposed brothers, Roelof, Hendrik, Brant and 
Garret. They were known by the patronymic Jacobusse or 
Jacobus, sometimes abbreviated to Cobus or Cobes. Every 
one of the four named a son Jacobus and a daughter Jan- 
netje, and as we shall see, Brant and Garret were bap- 
tized at Albany. 

The identity of the wife Jannetje is not known, and 
it seems likely in her case that "Jacobusz" was intend- 
ed to describe her as wife of Jacobus Jansz rather than 
to imply that her father was named Jacobus. Mayke was 
evidently the eldest daughter, old enough (perhaps fif- 
teen or sixteen) to be a member in her own right. 

Whether the Oothouts in the list were connections of 
the Jacobus Jansz family, or their names just happened 
to be entered immediately above, is not certain. There 
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are indications that they belonged to the same group, 
and they mey have been related by blood or marriage. 
Johannes (or Jan) Janse Oothout was a brewer and his 
wife was Hendricke Cornelisse Van Nes. In the next gen- 
eration, Garret Jacobus married a Van Nes. Jan Oothout 
and Jacobus Jansz both gave the nemes of Hendrick, May- 
ke and Jannetje to their children. A child of Hendrik 
Oothout was presented for baptism in 1690 by Jannetje 
Cobusz [FSYP 1904:50]. Jannetje Cobusz also presented 
for beptism in 1 af, a child of Jan Van Esch [Van Nesj, 
Hendrik Oothout being the witness [HSYB 1904:45]. 

A good account of the Van Nes family was written by 
William J. Hoffman (N. Y. Gen. and Biog. Record, 72:148- 
153. The founder of the family in this country was 
Cornelis Eendrickse Van Nes. It was his daughter who 
married Jan Jan3e Van Oothout. He is not given a daugh- 
ter Jannetje. The wife of Jacobus Jansz was almost cer- 
tainly not a Van Nes. We suggest that she may have been 
sister of Jan Janse Van Oothout, which would explain the 
indicated connection and the use of some of the same 
names for the children of both families. 

In the list of members of the church accepted at the 
end of 16843 and later, we find Jannetje Cobus [HSYB 190) 
7j« Since the wife of Jacobus Jansz was already a mem- 
ber, we teke her to be a daughter, and in fact we have 
founc a later history for her and she namec children for 
both of her presumptive parents. A Mayken Jacobsz found 
in this later list was of another family, for Mayken Ja- 
cobusz was already ea member, and the Jacobsz girl has a 
different history, being married in 1686 [HSYB 190): 5, 
22). Most of the children of Jacobus Jansz and Jannet- 
je were born before the church records begin, but the 
baptisms of the youngest two are found:

Why Engeltje Melchertsz presented one of the children 
for baptism, we have no idea. Aaltje Jacobsz, we be- 
lieve to be a young daughter of Jacobus Jansz, for in 
1688 we find a marriege entered of Aaltje "Kobusz." 

Tt is necessary to caution against confusion of this 
family with that of a Jacob Jansz and Judik Fransz. 

They had a daughter Marietje baptized at Albany, 4 Sept. 
169%, but in later records we find that he was Jacob Van 
Hoese and that his wife was Judik Fransz or Judith 
Claeuw; and this family moved to Claverack. The warn- 
ing is given because Pearson's First Settlers of the 
Ancient County of Albany (1872) incorrectly divides the 
children of the two families. In September, 1689, Cobus 
Jense, a farmer, belonged to the Company of Capt. Martin 
Gerritse, while Jacob Van Hoesen, a farmer, belonged to 
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Capt. Gert. Teunisen's Company [0O'Callaghan's Doc. Hist.

She wes bap- 
tized at Eergen, 2% or 2i Apr. 1682, daughter of Ar‘aen 
Pieterse Buys (from Tiel, Gelderland) and Tryntje Hen- 
drickse Oosteroom, the latter baptized et New Amsterdam, 
16 Aug. 165i, daughter of Hendrick Janse Oosterum (ven

The statement that Roelof was born in Bergen mav be 
inaccurate, as Albeny would seem more likely, but it in- 
dicetes et least that, like his olcer sisters, he had 
been living in Bergen. The parentage of Foelof is not 
proved, but the circumstantial evidence is strong. He 
named children Jacobus, Jannetje and Mavke, after both 
perents and a sister. He lived at Berren and Hacken- 
sack, where undoubted rembers of this Jacobus family re- 
sided. His daughter Mayke married a son of his putative 
brother Hendrik. 

A deed dated 27 rec. 1758 (recorded et Hackensack, 
Bergen Co., N. J., F:)24) reads that "John Jacobusse, of 
Pequannock in the County of Bergen and province of New 
Jersey, eldest son and heir at lew of Roelof Jacobusse, 
deceased, and Gertruy Jacobusse, of the same plece, wid- 
ow, and mother of the said John," for £150 convey to 
Jemes Jacobusse of Horneck in the County of Essex end 
province of New Jersey, yeoman, lands in Pequannock; 
both signed by mark.

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SAMIEL FRENCH AND WIFE SILENCE TOPRFY

It is stated in The Torrey Families, by Frederic C. 
Torrey, published 192), Volume 1, page 55, that Silence? 
Torrey, daughter of Micajah© (William!) married Feb. 13, 
1715, Samuel French, born at Weymouth, Mass., Dec. 30, 
1696, died at Hingham, Jan. 20, 1772, son of Stephen and 
Abigail (Real) Irench; and that he married second, Apr. 
8, 172), Bathsheba, daughter of Jeremiah and Hannah 
(Lane) Beal, and third, May 1), 1760, Sarah Marsh; chil- 
dren by Silence, none; by Bathsheba, nine. 

The above Samuel French did marry the last two wives 
named, but they were his first and second. The follow- 
ing records will prove that it was another Samuel French, 
an uncle, who married the above Silence Torrey.

French of Abington, son of Capt. Stephen®, 
in his will dated Apr. 5, 1731, probeted Nov. 27, 1745, 
gives to wife Silence sole improvement of my estate so 
long as she remain my widow, but if she marry £100 in 
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money or a third of my estate during her life; to deugh- 
ter Mary French all my estate after her mother's decease. 
(Plymouth Probate, 7:163-5.) 

The widow, Silence French, married second, as his 
second wife, Sept. 15, 170, Thomas White of Weymouth 
(Abington V.R.). This marriage is the key to the solu- 
tion of this problem, when fitted into the pattern of 
the other records here cited. Deacon Thomas? White of 
Weymouth, whom Silence married, and whose son Rev. Eben- 
ezer+ White married her daughter Mary French, was son of 
Capt. Ebenezere (Capt. Thomas~+) White of Weymouth. Fol- 
lowing the death of Deacon Thomas White in 1752, the 
widow Silence removed to Danbury, Conn., where she died 
at the home of her daughter, Oct. 29, 1755, aged 72, as 
mother of Mrs. Mary White (Danbury V.F. 1:73). That 
would place her birth about 1683. 

The original vital statistics of Danbury were burned 
during the Revolutionary War. Thereafter, those fami- 
lies which had preserved their private records turned 
them in for recording and the present first volume was 
started. For this reeson, the entire family record of 
Rev. Ebenezer White, including the death of his mother- 
in-law Silence, is entered as a group on the same page. 


THE PALGRAVE DESCENT FROM THF

presented the ancestry of Dr. Richard Palrrave of Charles 
town, Mass., and there stated that he descended on two 
lines from the Plantagenets, one from Edmund "Crouch- 
back," son of Henry III, the other from Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Fdward I, and her second husband, Humphrey de 
Bohun, Earl of Hereford and Essex. These descents are 
herewith presented.

The following conclusions may be drawn from the fore- 
going abstracts: 

1. Nathaniel Fifield was a son of John and Elizabeth 
(Greeley) Fifield and a grandson of Joseph Greeley. 

2. John Fifield of Kingston, Blacksmith, married 
Elizabeth Greeley, daughter of Joseph Greeley. 

3. John Fifield of Kingston, Blacksmith, wife Eliza- 
beth, conveyed land which had been given by Edward Fi- 
field of Stratham to his son John Fifield of Kingston. 
From the description of the land in the two deeds, it is 
clear that John Fifield of Kingston, Blacksmith, was the 
son of Edward Fifield of Stratham. John Fifield of King- 
ston, Blacksmith, then conveyed land to Enoch Brown, his 
brother-in-law (John having married Mary Brown by that 
date), and in this deed referred to land of his brother 
Edward Fifield and to land which he, John, had sold to 
Moses Morril, in which his then wife Elizabeth had re- 
leased her dower rights. 

lh. The records of the guardianships show that Eliza- 
beth (Greeley) Fifield was deceased, but her husband, 
John Fifield, was living. She had died by 1757, but he 
was living in 1761 when Ebenezer Bachelder was made the 
guardian of their children, and the guardianship appoint- 
ment was made because of the death of Joseph Greeley, to 
whom the Fifield children were heirs through their moth- 
ere 

It is thus proved that it was the John Fifield, born 
in 1718, son of Edward (No. 87 in the account of "The 
Nescendants of William Fifield" referred to above) who 
married Elizabeth Greeley as his first wife and, by her, 
hed the children assigned to another John Fifield (No. 
77 of that account). After the death of Elizabeth, the 
same John (No. 87) married Mary Brown as his second wife 
and, by her, had the children given to him in that ac- 
counte It is known that John Fifield (No. 77), son of 
Joseph, was living in July 1761, and probably further 
research would furnish additional information relating 
to him.

JOHN COOPER OF KILLINGLY, CONN. 


By Carroll Alton Means and Kendall P. Hayward 


The authors, in tracing the parentage of Hannah Cooper 
who was married to Robert Plank in Killingly, Conn., 20 
June 1724, have discovered some new data on John Cooper 
of Lexington, Mass., and Killingly, Conn., which corrects 
the Cooper data appearing in the History of Lexington, 
Vol. II (Genealogies), page 128. 

The only Cooper family to appear in Killingly, Conn., 
records prior to 1723, was the family of John Cooper, 
who in 1717 had a daughter baptized. A search of the 
land records at Killingly reveals that John Cooper of 
Lexington, Massachusetts Bay, and Joseph Brown, bought 
of Ebenezer Newell of Roxbury, husbandman, and Mary his 
wife, on 3 Aug. 1715, a farm, bounded south by Quinatis- 
set farm [Killingly Land Records, 1:112]. 

In the account of the Cooper family in the History of 
Lexington, a large family is credited to John@ Cooper, 
who was born in Cambridge, Mass., 4% Oct. 1656 and married 
in 1686 Elizabeth Boardman. No children were recorded 
until the baptismal record of a son, John? Cooper, and 
of a daughter, Elizabeth, baptized at Cambridge, 4 July 
1698. The record then follows with the birth of a sec- 
ond Elizabeth on 9 May 1699, and the baptism of an Anna 
on 7 July 1700. Then follow the birth dates in order of 
Hannah, Sarah, Timothy, Joshua, Abigail, and finally Ruth 
in 17le. 

This account goes on to state that the heirs of the 
estate of John© Cooper, who died 12 Feb. 1735/6, were 
his widow Sarah [Elizabeth Boardman died 15 Nov. 1713 
and John married second, 21 June 1720, Mrs. Sarah (Green) 
Hancock], a grandson John Cooper, legal representative 
of the only son John, daughter Elizabeth [married Samuel 
Andrew in 171], and granddaughter Anna Carter, daughter 
of Joseph and Anna (Cooper) Carter. 

The failure to mention other children would suggest 
that they had died, although no records of their deaths 
are found. The published Cambridge records gives the 
baptismal entries, which give only the name of the fa- 
ther, John; while the children whose births are recorded 
are entered as children of John and Elizabeth. Further 
search shows that the heirs of John© Cooper remained in 
Cambridge. Everyone of those whose births were entered 
in Lexington later appears in the Killingly records. So 
it is apparent that something is wrong with the publish- 
ed record in the Lexington Genealogies, which was de- 
rived without correction from Paige, History of Cam- 
bridge, 1630-1877 (Boston, 1877), pages 516-17. 

The vital records of Lexington (pub. 1898, p. 17) list 
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the children of John and Elizabeth Cooper, not including 
those mentioned in the will of John< of Cambridge, ali 
derived from page 9 of the original records of Cambridge 
Farms (or Lexington). 868) 

An earlier History of Lexington, by Hudson (1865), in 
the genealogical section, page 7, gives a brief account 
of the family of John Cooper, and states that in 1719 he 
sold his property to John Palfry and undoubtedly left 
the town at that time. This should be considered in con- 
nection with the purchase, already mentioned, by John 
Cooper of Lexington, of a farm in Killingly in 1715. 

In the later History of Lexington, Vol. 2, pe. 776, 
there is an account of the family of John Winter of Lex- 
ington and Killingly. A footnote mentions a Middlesex 
County Land Record (Vol. 31, p. 38), dated 23 June [7] 
1728/9, in which Elizabeth Cooper of Killingly, Conn., 
is mentioned. The record of marriage, at Concord, Mass., 
of John Cooper to Elizabeth Winter, 1 Feb. 1697/8, pro- 
vides the logical solution to this Cooper problem. 

It is clear that in the period 1699-1712 there were 
two John Coopers in this region, the John< of Cambridge 
who married Elizabeth Boardman, had children baptized, 
and died 1735/6, and a younger John who married Elizabeth 
Winter, had several chiidren born at Lexington, and moved 
to Killingly. The Winter connection also provides the 
motive for the removal of this Cooper family to Killingly 


where the Winters had already established themselves. 
This younger John? Cooper of Lexington had no known 

connection with the Coopers of Cambridge. He wes un- 

doubtedly of the Fousty of Timothy* Cooper of Groton, 


Mass., son of Timothy + Cooper of Lynn 1637 [Savage]. 
Timothy© married 2 June 1669 Sarah Morse, and had a son 
John (his second son of that name) born 5 May 1675 [see 
Butler, History of Groton, Boston, 1848, p. 393]. 

Timothy! Cooper of Lynn, one of the petitioners for 
the town of Groton, was appointed selectman for two 
years. In 1655 his brother, John Cooper of Weston Hall, 
co. Warwick, England, left him a bequest of £30 [New Eng. 
Hist. and Gen. Register, 39:335). This Timothy died at 
Lynn in March, l 83° leaving a widow, Elizabeth, and 
children: Mary (18), Hennah (16), Timothy (8), Dorcas (5), 
and Rebecca (3). 

Timothy? Cooper settled at Groton and married Sarah 
Morse. "Inventory of the estate of Timothe Cooper of 
Groghton Slaine bye the Indeins the second day of March 
1675/6" (Middlesex County Probate, File #5178]. This 
was the first attack on Groton [S. A. Green, Groton Dur- 
ing the Indian Wars, Groton 1883, pp. 25-26], but unfor- 
tunately Green confuses Timothy- with his father. His 
widow, Sarah (Morse) Cooper, married second, 8 Oct. 1678, 
as his second wife, Nathaniel Patten of Cambridge, a con- 
nection which brought her son John} Cooper into this 
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region. 

John? Cooper, son of Timothy< Cooper (Timothy?) and 
Sarah} Morse (Joseph2, Joseph!), was born in Groton, 
Mass., 5 May 1675. He married at Concord, Mass., 1 Feb. 
.697/8, Elizabeth Winter, born at Watertown, Mass., 20 
Aug. 1678, daughter of John@ Winter (John!) and Hannah 
Cutler (James). They lived at Lexington for some years 
following marriage until about 1715. Elizabeth was re- 
ceived into full communion at the Killingly First Church 
3 Sept. 1721, and John on 29 Nov. 172). They lived in 
Killingly (Thompson Parish) at least until early 1730, 
when their property was sold to Rev. Marston Cabot, the 
first minister of the Second Society of Killingly ([Lar- 
ned, History of Windham County, Conn., 1:311-312). The 
place and Eine of death of John? and Elizabeth (Winter) 
Cooper are not known, and no probate record for either 
of them has been found.

THE TERRILL FAMILY OF CONNECTICUT

Note: The compiler is not a descendant of Roger Terrill, but mem- 
bers of his ancestral families intermarried considerably with the 
Terrills, and over the years he has collected a great deal of Ter- 
rill data. Work for several clients in past years has added to his 
knowledge of certain branches. Finally he was greatly aided by ex- 
change of information with the late George Clarke Bryant, of Ansonia 
and if Mr. Bryant had been living he would have invited him to make 
this a joint article. Without such permission or endorsement, it 
would be unfair to make Mr. Bryant in any way responsible for the 
statements here made, and instead he acknowledges the indebtedness 
in this prefatory note. 

English lines of descent have been claimed for Roger Terrill, 
but no evidence has been seen to sustain them.

Note: Few names are spelled in so many ways. Members of this 
family, since spelling has become standardized, have spelled it

No attempt has here been made to discriminate 
between the spellings preferred by different branches, and in the 
early generations there is no apparent uniformity. 

It is realized that our account of certain branches is imperfect 
and far from complete, but it is felt, nevertheless, that it will 
be found very useful by those who are interested in this prolific 
family and that it may serve as a basis for a more complete genealo- 
gy when some historian of the family undertakes the task. 


THE PARENTAGE OF SAMUEL MORSE OF DEDHAM, MASS. 


By G. Andrews Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A. 


Referring to Mr. Montgomery's article upon John Morse 
of Boston [ante, Vol. 2), p. 148] and his remarks upon 


my affiliation of Samuel Morse of Dedham with Samuel son 
of the Rev. Thomas Morse of Hinderclay, I should like to 
depart from my usual custom of letting the evidence 
speak for itself and analyze it a little.

According to the Shipping List, Samuel of Dedham was 
born in 1585 and his wife Elizabeth in 1587, Joseph in 
1615 (evidently their son), and Elizabeth Daniel in 1633 
(shown by Mrs. Holman, Register, 88:383, to have been 
undoubtedly their grandchild, the child of their daugh- 
ter Elizabeth). 

Samuel Morse, son of the Rev. Thomas, was baptized 12 
June 1576, and his wife, Elizabeth Jasper, on 30 Jan. 
1579/80. 

John Morse, son of Samuel of Dedham, if he is, as 
seems to me quite likely, the man gig in the 
Shipping List of the Speedwell of 40 May 1 » Was born, 
according to that list, in 1616 [Am. Gen. 24:19). 

John Morse, son of Samuel, the son of the Rev. Thomas, 
was baptized 28 Feb. 1607/8. 

Anyone who has used the Shipping Lists is eware of 
the fact that the ages stated therein are often very in- 
accurate and at best are only approximate. The import- 
ant thing was to show whether the person was of age or a 
minor, and whether the adults had complied with the law 
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and taken the oath of supremacy. Consequently, where 
the age given in the Shipping List coincides with that 
of the man with whom one seeks to identify him, it is 
corroboratory evidence that they are the same person, 
but where such is not the case it does not necessarily 
exclude such identity. This opinion is in accord with 
that of the late J. Gardner Bartlett, Esq., with whom I 
once discussed this very problem. In the present in- 
stance it may also be noted that the age of Joseph, as 
given in the Shipping List, approximates that of Joseph, 
son of Samuel, son of the Rev. Thomas. 

Genealogists know that the ages given in depositions 
and on gravestones in New England during the 17th and 
18th centuries are usually only approximate and are apt 
to vary more or less from the actual age. The writer 
once made a list of a number of depositions from the 
Essex County (Mass.) Court Files and in the majority of 
cases they varied from one to ten years from the true 
age. The last variation, I admit, is very rare. One 
must also remember that the Shipping Lists, as we now 
have them, are only copies of the original lists taken 
and allowance must be made for copyist mistakes. 

The writer has found more serious errors in these 
lists, involving the domiciles of the persons listed. 
For example, Allan Perley and Francis Peabody are listed 
as coming from St. Albans, but research has shown that 
neither name occurs in St. Albans and that the Peabodys 
came from Leicestershire and the Perleys from Sussex. 
One is led to conclude that the parson at St. Albans 
made a business of granting certificates. 

The result of all this is that the discrepancy in the 
ages Of Samuel Morse of Dedham and his wife Elizabeth 
and, perhaps, in that of his son John, as compared with 
those of Samuel son of the Rev. Thomas, his wife Eliza- 
beth and his son John, while some evidence against the 
identification, is by no means conclusive evidence. 
Moreover, it must be noted that the age of Joseph, son 
of Samuel of Dedham, practically agrees with that of Jo- 
seph, son of Samuel, son of the Rev. Thomas. 


II. Families 

Samuel Morse of Dedham and his wife Elizabeth had the 
following known children: 1. Elizabeth (cf. Mrs. Holman's 
article, op. cit.), who married about 1630 Robert Daniel, 
later of Watertown; 2. John, married about 1635-6 Annas; 
3. Daniel, married about 1638 Lydia Fisher; ). Joseph, 
born about 161)\-15, married 1 Sept. 1638 Hannah Phillips; 
5. Mary, married 10 Aug. 1641 Samuel Bullen. It is also 
possible that Thomas Morse, who was admitted to the Ded- 
ham Church in 160, was another son, who died 8. pe. be- 
fore his father. 

Samuel Morse, son of the Rev. Thomas, married Eliza- 
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beth Jasper on 29 June 1602 and had the following chil- 
dren: 1. Elizabeth, bapt. 6 Mar. 1605/6; 2. John, bapt. 
28 Feb. 1607/8; 3. Joseph, bapt. 2 May 1613; ). Sara, 
bapt. 25 Aug. 1616; 5. Mary, bapt. 13 Aug. 1620; 6. Sam- 
uel, buried 11 May 1626. 

It will be noted that both Samuels had wives Elizabeth 
and children Elizabeth, John, Joseph and Mary. The chro- 
nology of the two families fits. Further, we find no 
later trace of Samuel, son of the Rev. Thomas, in the 
English parish registers after the burial of his son 
Samuel. That Samuel of Dedham had also a son Thomas is, 
of course, as Mr. Montgomery pointed out, conjectural, 
but it is, I submit, a reasonable conjecture. I should 
like to point out further that John, son of Samuel of 
Dedham, must have married, at latest, in 1636, as his 
daughter Ruth was born in 1637, consequently if he were 
born in 1616, as suggested by Mr. Montgomery on the evi- 
dence of the Speedwell Shipping List, he would have been 
but twenty years Old when he married, which is quite 
possible but somewhat unusual at this early period in 
New England history. 

Among the grandchildren of Samuel Morse of Dedham we 
find the names of Nathaniel and Jeremiah, both of which 
are names that occur among the children of the Rev. Tho- 
mas Morse. In fact, the persistent repetition of the 
same names in the two families is very striking. Samuel 


of Redgrave was the son of a minister. Samuel of Dedham 
had a on feces Joseph, who was also a minister in 


New England [Register, 18:389; Sibley's Harvard Gradu- 
ates, F253), which may indicate a ministerial trend in 
the family of Samuel of Dedham, when circumstances made 
it possible. 

I am indebted to Mr. Montgomery for a piece of evi- 
dence which strengthens my case and which was not known 
to me [ante, 2)::1)9]. It shows a relationship between 
the family of Samuel of Dedham and the Watertown Morses. 
By referring to me article (Register, 84:280-293], it 
will be seen that the Watertown family, apparently, des- 
cended from a brother of the Rev. Thomas. 

A careful consideration of all the above factors, in 
my opinion, makes it clear that Samuel Morse of Dedham 
was undoubtedly identical with Samuel son of the Rev. 
Thomas Morse.

This thoughtful treatise, of which the first edition 
appeared in 1937, is tastefully printed and bound. It 
has been revised end brought up to date, and well merits 
republication and a wider distribution than it has yet 
achieved. For of all the books yet published in this 
country on the subject (and the reviewer is the author 
of one), it is by far the most readable and the most 
helpful to the average ancestor hunter. Its style is 
easy and graceful, yet even the amusing anecdotes are 
woven into the texture of the book in a manner which 
makes them as instructive to the novice as the more ser- 
fous passages. 

Other books may treat in preater detail or from a 
different viewpoint certain branches of the subject, but 
for a general coverare of all the important phases in an 
adequate way this book has no superior or even rival in 
the field. 

The bibliographies and other lists, though they fill 
2h pages, cannot of course contain a fraction of the 
titles the searcher will want to consult in specific re- 
gional searches, and they do not pretend to do so; but 
they do acquaint the searcher with the more important 
and general sources, and included among these are a num- 
ber of indexes and bibliographies which will guide the 
searcher to the more local or specific sources. 

It would be difficult if not impossible to draw up a 
better or more representative list of titles within the 
Same space, and in some cases Mr. Doane aids the novice 
by @ parenthetical comment or warning. This reviewer is 
sorry that he could not have included half a dozen out- 
standing examples of the multiple-family or pedigree 
type of book, stich as those of Frank Farnsworth Starr, 
Mary Lovering Holmen, Ernest Flagg, or Mary Walton Fer- 
ris (the last-named is accorded an accolade in his text) 
rather than the musty, if occasionally useful, books of 
Goodwin and Talcott who, with Morse and others, were pi- 
oneers in this field. But Mr. Doane has anticipated 
such comments by stating, "Experts will undoubtedly miss 
some of their favorite reference books." So the single 
criticism I will permit myself (and what review will be 
considered serious or sincere without at least one crit- 
icism?) is that the Genealogical Dictionary of Maine and 
New Hampshire should not be credited to Charles Thornton 
Iibby eas. but to Sybil Noyes and Walter Goodwin Davis 
as well, since Mr. Libby dropped out and his colleagues 
are in fact solely responsible for the later sections 
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and the completion of this great work. 

Recommended to libraries and to all but the most ac- 
complished genealogists—and even they will find the 
book delightful reading and may now and again pick up 
morsels of new knowledge in it.

Mrs. Sage and her daughter Esther were received as 
communicants together [Middletown lst Ch. 3:55]: Esther 
Sage wid. adm. full com. 2 Aug. 180). Esther Parsons w. 
Samuel Holden Parsons and dau. wid. Esther Safe adm. 
full com. same date. 

That Capt. Giles Sage served in the Revolutionary War 
is proved by the following items [Louis F. Middlebrook, 
History of Maritime Connecticut During the American Rev- 
Olution (1925), 2 vols.]. 

"Guilford, Sloop. Up to Feb. 22, 1779, this vessel 
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was a British sloop of 60 tons burthen, mounting 8 car- 
riage guns, and was commanded by Captain Samuel Rogers. 
She was then known as the Mars. On the 6th of February, 
1779, this British sloop Mars fell in with and captured 
the American sloop Lucy, commanded by Capt. Giles Sage 
of Middleton [sic], and sent her into New York for con- 
demnation by his Majesty's Admiralty Court. Captain 
Sage and his crew were taken as prisoners aboard the 
Mars. On the 2lst of February, 1779, however, these 
prisoners by force succeeded in capturing the vessel, 
obtaining control of her and putting her on the beach at 
Guilford...." [1:125.] 

"New Haven, Apr. 4, 1779. Aaj? Maritime Court. And 
now Giles Sage late Master of the sloop Lucy captured by 
the sloop Mars, claims one Tierce of Rum, one Barrel of 
Sugar, and one barrel of Coffee to be restored to him as 
his property" etc. [(1:127-8.] 

"Because one of the Jury, vizt. Mr. Jacob Thompson 
whose wife is a Cousin to Giles Sage's wife who is inter 
ested in this Suit....did converse with seid Sage," the 
claim was contested ({1:129], but the verdict supported 
Capt. Sage's claim and the rum, sugar and coffee were 
restored to him [1:130]. The relationship was on the 
Hall side, for Jacob Thompson married 40 Aug. 1772 Esther 
daughter of Samuel and Esther Hall Mansfield [New Haven 
Genealogical Magazine, 7:1758). 

The Mars was purchased and renamed the Guilford [Meri- 
time Connecticut, 1:131]. The Connecticut Courant for e 
Mar. I779 (#736) mentions the capture of a privateer 
sloop. 

Tne Connecticut Gazette for August, 1783, mentions 
Capt. Giles Sage as master of a ship and sailing. 

Esther Sage's father, Captain Giles Hall, also served 
in the war. He is called late commander of the brigantine 
Minerva, chartered by the State, and took command of the 
Experiment. [Maritime Connecticut, 2:8).]

Gideon Sage must have died before 7 May 1753, for on 
that date Hugh White of Middletown, Conn., signed bond 
of £200 and was appointed guardian to Giles Sage, a mi- 
nor of Middletown. [Middletown Probate District, File 
#2883.) 

A Connecticut War Service Marker has been placed on 
the grave of this Giles Sage, who is called "Corporal," 
and to whom is attributed the service in Connecticut Men 
in the Revolution, p. 481. He was Corporal in Capt. 
Butler's Company. 

That his first wife was Hannah Sheldon is found in 
the following Statement by Edgar Jones, 6 March 1851, 
Newark, N.J.:; "My Grandfather's name on my Mother's 
side was Giles Sage, and my Mother, Hannah Sage, was his 
only child by his first wife, whose maiden name was Han- 
nah Sheldon. He was a wealthy farmer and lived in Mid- 
gletown, Conn. He had a second wife, by whom he hed 
several children. I know not how many. Owen [Orrin?] 
Sage and William Sage are living and I believe his sons, 
Eben and James, are living.... 

"My Grandfather, Zebulon Jones, lived in Middletown. 
Grandfather's last wife's name was Martha Schofield. He 
had two sons by her, Ira end William Jones. William was 
my father. 

"My Father lived when he married my Mother, Hannah 
Sage, in Middletown Upper Houses (now Cromwell). He was 
a tailor by trade." Ten children are given, and the 
deaths of William and Hannah (Sage) Jones. [Bible Rec- 
ords, 2:287, Connecticut State Library. | 
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DAVIE. Rev. Sir Patrick Ferguson-Davie, the present baronet, 
commenting on the Humphrey Davie article, published April 1917, 
writes from Creedy Park, Crediton, Devon, as follows: 

"IT have just had the contents of the house valued for insurance 
by Sothebys and this has led me to go more deeply into the question 
of the identity of various portraits. It may interest you to know 
about some of them. There is a portrait of Sir John Davie, the 
first baronet, painted in 1629 (School of Van Dyck). This portrait 
was badly damaged in the fire here in 1915. There is also one of 
his second wife, Isabel Hele, by Lely. Then there is a portrait of 
Sir John Davie, the second baronet, the eldest son of the first 
baronet, and one by Lely which I am pretty sure was the second son 
of the first baronet, William Davie. This portrait was one which 
puzzled my uncle and which he says in his letter to you of 2nd. 
March 1925 might have been Mr. Allen. This William had a son Wil- 
liam who was the fourth baronet, and there is a portrait of him by 
Dahl, and of Sir William's second wife, Abigail Pollexfen, and of 
their two children Margaret and Francis, 

"Then there are two portraits of Humphrey" (the New England emi- 
grant) "and his wife" (Mary White) "and of Sir John, tne fifth bar- 
onet, and his wife. The portrait of Elizabeth (Richards) Davie is 
a particularly good one which may well be by Kneller although 
Sotheby's man says 'school of Kneller.'" 

He also informs our contributor that Edmund Davie and his bro- 
ther John were both mentioned by Sir John Davie, the second baron- 
et, in a deed dated 1672, thus confirming the conclusion that Hum 
phrey had a son Edmund. 


GLEANINGS FROM HEBRON, CONN. In the land records of Hebron 
are found a couple of deeds which my contain information of in- 
terest to some readers. 

Samuel Clark of Saybrook grants to his kinsman Mr. Nathan Reed 
of Norwalk, Conn., to take full and peaceable possession of 35 
acres in Hebron, called Chestnut Hill, which tract was laid out 
upon a Right called 1000 acre Right, formerly belonging to Mr. John 
Kirkland, late of Saybrook dec'd....which 35 acres Nathan Reed 
claims in behalf of Mary his wife as coming to her by her mother 
Mrs. Priscilla Peck of Grinwich dec'd, late wife to Mr. Samuel Peck 
of Grinwich, she being sister to ye abovesd John Kirkland, by which 
Relation there falls to abovesd Mary Wife to ye Abovesd Mr. Reed 
ye sd 35 acres. Witnesses: James Clark, Stephen Post. Dated 13 
Mar. 1737, recorded 22 May 17)0. (Vol. 3, p. 89.) 

(Mary Reed was probably born Mary Jones, daughter of Thomas 
Jones and Priscilla Kirkland, the latter marrying second, Samuel 
Peck. Samuel Clark appears to have been great-uncle to Mary Reed.) 

Samuel and Mary Rich of Stafford, Conn., sell to Dan Root of 
Hebron. Witnesses: Jonathan Rich, Mehitable Rich (her mark). Dated 
2 June 1795, recorded 7 June 1811. (Vol. 12, p. 2h.) 

(See the writer's article on the Rich family, ante. The names 
of the witnesses suggest that Samuel my have been a son of David 
Rich by his second wife Sibel.)

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9. ANNA KNOWLTON. Married at Preston, Conn., 1 Apr. 1719, Ja- 
bez Fitch (Samuel, Rev. James); lived in Preston and Norwich. The 
mother of Jabez> Fitch was Mary Brewster, and Jabez4 Fitch, son of 
Jabez? and Anna, was custodian of the famous "Brewster Book." He 
also kept a diary for 0 years, much of it published in The May- 
flower Descendant; but his mention of "Uncle Knowlton" therelh does 
not identify his mothes. Her ancestry desired. 


10. MARGARET FREEMAN. Rev. Matthew Short (Henry, Henry) mar- 
ried (Attleboro, Mass., V.R.) 27 Dec. 1711, "Mrs." Margaret Freeman 
(marriage performed by Justice Leonard of Norton). She was quite 
likely a spinster, the "Mrs." being a title of respect upon mar- 
riage to a young clergyman. Matthew was born 1); Mar. 1658; Harvard 
Coll. 1707; first settled minister in Attleboro. After four years 
they moved to Easton, Mass., where he was the first settled minis- 
ter and he died 1731. Ten children, of whom Anna m. Ebenezer 
White, Judith m. Thomas Hunt, Margaret "of Weymouth" m. Samuel 
Tingley, Sarah m. John Orcutt, and Elizabeth m. John Noyes. Mar- 
riage intentions pub. Attleboro, 28 Sept. 173, of Mrs. Margaret 
Short and Jeremiah Freeman, both of Attleboro. Ancestry of Mar- 
garet Freeman, also data on Jeremiah Freeman, desired. 


11. LOIS PARMELEE. John Codner and Lois Parmelee married 17 
Sept. 17h) (Middletown, Conn., V.R.). She was his second wife, by 
whom he had ten children. His first was Elizabeth Clark, by whom 
he had three. Ancestry pf John and Lois desired. She may have 


been daughter of Abraham4 and Mary (Bishop) Parmelee of Guilford; 
they had a daughter Lois who, according to New Eng. H. & G. Reg. 

(53:05) was b. 1h Oct. 172k, d. 30 Nov. 1731. is death record 
of Lois is not included in the Barbour Index, Hartford; proof or 

disproof of death record desired. 


12. MARY ( ) CLOUGH. Ancestry desired of Mary wife of 
Ephraim Clough of Stafford Springs, Conn. Is there any proof that 
she was a Safford? Ephraim4 Clough (Lt. Jonathan, John, John) was 
baptized at Thompson, Conn., 12 Jan. 172. Lived also in Belcher- 
town, Mass. Was a veteran of the Revolutionary War and was still 
living in 1796 when son Amasa returned from Hebron, N. Y., and was 
given a deed to Ephraim's property in return for maintenance of 
his parents for life. Other children were: Jonathan, 17,8; Joseph, 
1749; Eunice, 1751, m. Samuel Wilson; Benjamin, 173; Luther, d.y.; 
Stephen, 175?; Luther again, 1760; Mary, 1763, m. Benjamin Ward; 
Susanna, 1767; Abel, 1765; Hannah, 1769.
